Palomacita was beaten 
one length by Crawford, with Chorn up, Did 
this look as if Chorn was controlled by me? 

The day before I bet $1000 on Babe Murphy, 
who was beaten one-half a length by Derfar- 
gilla, with Chorn up. 

1 might give numerous other instances where 
those boys’ mounts have beaten horses I 
bet on, ail of which can be proved by the book- 
makers’ sheets. 

I can only account for Jockey Hiurichs’s 
statement by believing that it was made in a 
spit it of revenge. He visited me some time ago 
and wished me to assist in getting him a license 
to ride at Ingleside, and also wished me to loan 
him $200 to remove an attachment on his horses. 
This I refused to do. At that time Hinrichs 
blamed Mr. Schreiber for preventing his license 
being issued, and declared his intention of get- 
ting even. 

Now, I want to say that every horse I have 
bet any great amount of money on in the past 
six weeks has been the first or second choice of 
the American handicapper, regardless of who 
rode him, and the proof of this is in the book- 
makers’ sheets. Does that look as if I was bet- 
ting on or against certain jockeys’ mounts? 

One evening paper states that I had a swell 
bet on Collins against Hidalgo and gave Chorn 
$800 of it. This was the only race that day upon 
which I did not bet one dollar, as I liked Hil- 
dalgo, but thought the odds too short. In re- 
gards to the visits of horsemen and jockeys to 
my place, I wish to state that I have given small 
amounts of money to jockeys, trainers and horse- 
men who have given me tips on winning horses, 
and owing to this fact a number of them have 
called at my place and asked for small loans. 
Since Chinese New Year a number of boys from 
the track have called at ray invitation and were 
entertained at the Chinese theatre, in which I 
hold an interest. 

As for the amount of money I have won, there 
is not a bookmaker on the track, except E. M. 
Gaines and Eckert, but has some of my money, 
and these two have lost very little to me, and to 
be ruled off the track is a benefit to me finan- 
cially. Fong Ching (Little Pete.) 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

There’s the usual cheap backwash to the San 
Francisco racing scandal, out of which came 
some rulings that should stand. The “slop and 
slobber school” of modern racing usually furn- 
ishes such matter, after an episode of moment. 
Chorn has made a confession which paints Chorn 
as a saint and the other figures as villains. It 
can be placed on file. 

The^hicago racing delegation’s outposts are 
gettinjPJ^me. Frank Gallon, a sensible and 
practical dealer in racing men and matter, 
thinks that if Little Pete, or Fong Ching, did 
bribe jockeys he did it only after a coterie of 
smart touts had “milked” him nearly to in- 
solvency. “The Chinaman’s a nice smart fellow,” 
says G. “He bet a lot of money, a lot of times 
an investment of $500 each way was a common 
thing with him. For a fixer he lost too many 
bets of that kind. So far as my play reached I 
beat him.” Gallon booked about 100 days in 
San Francisco. Pete’s information is said to 



Other Frisco papers print Fong Ching’s plea 
in English. The general claim is that the China- 
man got too bold and fell through instructing 
Chevalier and Chorn to pull good horses to bad 
ones. He is also said to have bet $6,000 on Sea 
Spray who won the race that wrecked him. 
Pete’s literary defence is a keen one. He writes : 
I deny that I entered into collusion with any 
jockey to bring about false racing results. 
Bookmaking testimony will support me. It has 
been stated that Jockeys Chorn, Chevalier, and 
Hinrichs were the boys with whom I had done 
business, and that when Chorn was riding a 
winner I invariably bet on him, and when he 
rode a loser 1 bet against him, and that this 
state of things had existed for four or fiue weeks 
past. Now, in contradiction of this I wish to 
state that some of the heaviest losings I have 
made, and the bookmakers’ sheets will boar out 
what I say imy tickets all being bought on 
credit), were lost on horses which were beaten 
out by horses ridden by the above-named boys.

of the sharper— where the financial pace is fast 
and the betting faster.
